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ROADS: SAFE AND SIX PERCENT? 


The pros and cons of. an important Sierra 
Club issue were weighed by a well-chosen 
panel of. speakers at Everett Junior High 
on October 25th, The discussion, pre- 
Sided over by Edgar Wayburn, offered 
ideas and opinions on the question: 
"Roads Approaching the Wilderness<How 
Far Mechanized?" 

The panel was composed of Mr, Sanford 
Hill, Regional Landscape Architect of - 
the National Park Service; Mr. Homer 
Crowley, Regional Engineer of the NPS} 
Mr. John S, Edwards of the U.S. Forest 
Service; Dr. Harold Bradley and David 
Brower of the Sierra Club, It wuld: 
have been diffisult to find ‘a group 
better qualified to discuss the problem 
at hand, 

The keynote of the discussion was 
contained in Harold Bradley's question, 
"Do the mountain roads have to be only 
& six percent grade?" ‘The Park Engin- 
cers say yes--for that is what most vis= 
iters seem to want, and visitors should 
have what they want even if primitive 
values are lost. Apparently those who 
wish the natural condition of the moun- 
tains preserved even at the cost of 
discomfort in travel are not numerous 
enough to influence the long range plans 
of the road builders, To judge by the 
number in the audience at this fine dis- 
cussion the engineers are quite justified 
in this conclusion, Ifthe Sierra Club 
does not make an effort to show interest 
in such problems we can not complain if 
the fight to keep highly mechanized 
highways out of the mountains is lost to 
the opposition and our mountain roads 
become "safe" for the automobile tourists 
who wants to travel at his usual fifty 
miles an hour, 

It is hoped. that there will be more 
of these fine discussions in the future 
and that they will deservedly receive 
a wider attendance than was accorded 
last week's program, CC
